This, I fay, was the nature of the mo- 
gul government, whiift it badany vigour,

thred provinces in one man, aiid the weak- 
nefs of their emperors, it had loft. much 
of that influence, even before Kauli Khan's 
invafion : Since that time it ‘has entirely

They neither pay any tribute, nor obey 
the orders of the mogul emperor, bat when 
they think it convenient: They not only 
hold the viceroydlty during lite, but ap- 
point theit own fucceffor ; and if another 
vicé-roy thould be appointed ‘by the em- 
peror, it fignifies nothing, ‘unfefs the per- 
for fo appointed can make good his pre- 
tenfions by the fword : Alfo, if any lieu- 
tenant; ‘oF great man at tire nt 
cotirt, thinks that’ he has a greater influ- 
ence among the people than the vice-roy 
himfelf, ‘he rcbels, declares himfelf inde- 
pendent, 'or perhaps dethrames the vice- 
roy, and fets himéelf up in his room, with- 
out fo witich as atking leave of the imperial 
Couit ; fron whence the country is become 
an almof continual fcene ‘of plots, cor- 
fpiracies, civil wars, blooidfbed, and rob- 
very: Such is the'confequence of abolifh- 
ing al! principles of true retigion and pub- 
hick {pirit in any country ! 

In this ftate of things, we may believe, 
that no charter, order, or decree of the

panies, by force of arms, it could then be 
of véry little weight, and indeed it was 
never wanted for eftablifhing the vice-roy 
named by the court ; .as_no one durft then 
éver venture to oppofe, his .eftablifhment.

The bill was accordingly prefented to 
the houfe, by Mr. Bolton, on the 11th, 
when it was read a firft time, and ordered 
to be read a fecond tinie ; after which it 
palled through both houfes in common 
courfe, fo quickly, and with fo little op- 
polition, that by the agth it had received 
the concurrence of the lords, without any 
amendment; and on the 3d of March it 
received the royal affent.

Next day the bill, which was very 
fhort, was prefented by Mr. Kynatfton, 
read a firft time, and ordered to be read a 
fecond time; after which it paffed in 
tommon courfe, and received the royal 
affent on the 3d of March. But, to pre- 
vent oppofition to what was then ‘pro- 
pofed, no attempt was made to render the 
faid act perpetual, or even to continue it 
for a longer term; though it expires at 
the end of the next feffion after the 1ft Of 
May, 1763; one of which, or even the 
Grit, would certainly have been propet 
upon this occafion, in order to prevent the 
multiplication of our ftatutes; for no 
good reafon can ever be affigned for al- 
lowing this aét to expire *. - And if ever 
an oppofition fhould be made to its con- 
tinuance, fuch oppofition would be the 
ftrongeft reafon for rendering it perpetual ; 
becaufe fuch oppofition can never arife 
from any thing but a private, felfith, and 
monopolizing fpirit, which it is the pub- 
lick intereft in every cafe to extinguifh, 
left it thould ever, by an unlucky con- 
catenation of caufes, prevail againft a be- 
neficial and neceffary law. 

On the 26th of the fame month, the 
act of the r8th of Geo. IId. for amend- 
mg, and rendering more effectual, an act 
of the sth of the fame reign, for the fur- 
ther qualification of juftices of the peace, 
having been, upon motion, read, it was 
ortiered, that leave fhould be given to 
bring in a bill, to amend the faid aét, fo 
‘far as it obliged perfons who had taken 
‘and fubfcribed the qualification oath 
thereby required, to take and fubfcribe 
the fame again; and that Mr. Alderman 
Dickinfon, Sir John Phillips, and Mr. 
Cartwright, fhould prepare and bring in 
the fame. The bill was accordingly, the 
next day, prefented by the faid alderman, 
pafied through both houfes in common 
courfe, and receivéd the royal affent on 
the gdaf March; being inthled, An Af 
to amend an AG, paffed in the 18th Tear of 
the Reign of Geo. 1d. concerning the Qua- 
hification of fuftices of the Peace, and for 
other Purpofes therein mentioned. 

This new aét, after reciting the faid aft 
of the 18th of the late reign, proceeds in 
fubftance as follows: But as doubts have 
aren, whether perfons who were juftices 
of the peace at the demife of his late ma- 
jefty, and who have been, of hhall be, 
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conftituted juftices under any.commiffion 
from his prefent majefty, can act, before 
they fhall have taken and fubfcribed the 
faid oath, by the recited a& direéted, for 
want of which there may be a failure of 
the due execution of the faws ; for clear. 
ing, therefore, fuch doubts, it is enaéted, 
*€ That all perfons who were juttices of 
the peace at the demife of his late ma. 
jefty, or who fhall be fuch at any futur 
demife of the crown, and fhall afterward; 
be appointed juftices, and who fhall take 
the oaths of office of a juftice, before the 
clerk of the peace, or his deputy, of the 
fefpeétive county, &c. for which he or 
they fhall aét, or intend to act, and fhall 
have formerly taken and fubfcribed the 
oath, by the recited a& required, may 
act as a juftice of the peace for fuck 
county, &c. without being obliged to 
take and fubfcribe again the faid oath. 

And that no perfon who hath already, 
or fhall hereafter, take the oaths ufually 
taken by a juftice*of the peace, under 3 
writ of dedimus poteflatem, fthall be ob 
liged to have any other dedimus, on any 
new commiffion of the peace; but the 
clerk of the peace, or his deputy, thal 
on every fuch’ new commiffion «beng 
iffued, prepare a parchment rol, with the 
ufual oaths ingroffed thereon, and {hal 
adminifter, gratis, the faid oaths, to every 
juftice within the refpe&tive counties, &€. 
for which he fhall aft, or intend to af, 
and who fhall defire to take the famt; 
and every jultice, after taking the fad 
oaths, fhall fubfcribe his name on th 
{aid parchment roll, to be kept among ti 
records of the feffions.”

Having mentioned a declaration in 
writing, fub{cribed by the party declaring, 
and properly lodged as a record againit 
him, I muft obferve, that fuch a decla- 
ration would anfwer the defign of this 
aét, as wellas the oath now required; and 

I nuft with, that in moft cafes where oaths 
and affidavits are now required, our le- 
giflature would, in. their ftead, fubftitute 
fuch.a declaration, with a penalty or pu- 
nifhment, more or lefs grievous, in cafe 
the declaration fhould afterwards be found 
to be falfe; for, by the multitude of our 
oaths and affidavits, and our carelefs ri- 
diculous manner of adminiftering them, 
we have fo familiarifed the folemnity of 
fwearing, that, among the vulgar of all 
ranks, it has loft that reverence which is 
due to it; the confequence of which is, 
that the moft innocent man is now. in 
great danger, when, to his misfortune, 
his, life, liberty, character, or property, 
comes, by cafualty or mifconduct, to be 
determined by a court of judicature upon 
parole evidence. To this calamity our 
government oaths have contributed a very 
confiderable fhare, as fuch numbers. of 
people are not only obliged to take them, 
but frequently to repeat the taking of 
them, and as they are taken in a more 

publick, though not a more folemn man- 


ner, than any other fort of oaths; and 
this calamity they contribute to increafe, 


without producing any publick benefit, by 
contributing, in the leaft, to the fecurity 
of government, as we may learn both 
from hiftory” and experience. On the 
contrary, I believe, they tend to fap the 


fecurity of .goverament, in every country 


I2 : where 
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where fuch oaths are eftablifhed; for the 
fecurity of every government depends up- 
on prepagating a folid and fteady prin- 
ciple of true loyalty among the people; 
and government oaths have the fame ef- 
fe& upon true loyalty, that eftablifhed: 
creeds and confeflions of faith have upon 
true religion: Both loyalty and religion 
are thereby transferred from the heart to 
the tongue; The whole becomes pro- 
feflion, generally without any practice but 
what is inforced by penal laws.

feffion. By this new law it is enaéted, 
That no perfon fhall, upon any pretence, 
take, kill, deftroy, carry, fell, buy, have 
jn his poffeffion, orufe, any moor fowl or 
tarmagan, between the roth of November 
and 2sth of July; nor any partridge 
between the firit of February and firft of 
September; nor any pheafant, between 
the firit of. February and firft of O&ober ; 
nor any heath fowl, commonly called 
black game, between the firft of Decem- 
ber and 2sth of Auguft, in any year, 
under the penalty of gs]. fterling, or, in 
eafe of infolvency, two months imprifon- 
ment; to be determined by the oath of 
one witnefs or the confeffion or oath of 
the party accufed, before two juftices 
of the peace, or the theriff depute, But 
the aét not to extend to any pheafant or 
partridge, taken in the allowed feafon, 
and kept in any mew or breeding place. 
Thos we may fee, that, if any perfen 
be accufed, he muft either confefs, or he 
may be obliged to deny his being guilty 
upon oath, the certain confequence of 
which muft be a propagation of perjury, 
from whence it would feem, as if the 


gentlemen of Scotland had a. greater 
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concern for the preférvation of the game 
« 3 , 
than they have for the religion or morals 
of the people. However, they have net 
as yet allowed their care of the game to 
carry them fo far as to difarm the people, 
in any part of that country where they 
are now allowed to have arms: Whereas 
by our game laws here in England, par. 
ticularly the aé&t 22 and 23, Charles 2d, 
Chap. 25. under pretence of preferving 
the game, we have difarmed every man 
in the kingdom, with very few exceptions, 
who is not poffeffed of a land eftate of the 
clear yearly value of rool. in fee, or for 
life, or of a leafehold eftate for 99 years 
. ? 
of 150l. per annum, of clear value. 

How our lawyers of thofe days could 
reconcile this aét with the militia a& of 
the 13 and 14 of the fame reign, which 
was then a ftanding law, and continued 
fo to be till witbin thefe very few years, 
is to me a myftery, which would require 
the fubtility of a Dutch civilian commen. 
tator to unfold. By the militia act every 
man poflefled of sol. a year land eftate, 
or 6ool. in goods and meney, other than 
ftock on the ground, was obliged to fur. 
nith a foot foldier armed with a muket 
of three foot long in the barrel, and of a 
bore for bullets of r2 or 14 to the pound: 
Surely, fuch a musket could kill a hare or 
a partridge; and fuch a mukket, either 
the man who furnifhes, or the foldi>r who 
is furnifhed, muft have kept in his hou; 
for by that law there was no arfenal or 
repofitory to be kept for the apms of the 
militia: Yet, without repealing any pat 
of this law, they afterwards ena& by the 
{sid game law, that the lord of the manor 
or royalty, may authorize one or mort 
game keepers, to feize all guns whic 
they fhajl find in the poffeffion of an 
perfon within his manor or royalty, 
pofleffed of fuch an eftate as above-m 
tioned: . Nay further, that thefe gam 
keepers and others may, by warrant fre 
a juftice of peace, fearch the houles ‘ 
fuch perfons not pofleffed of fuch an eftate 
as they fhall fufpeé&t to keep guns, 
feize them for the ufe of the lord of ¢ 
manor or otherwife deftroy them. 

The only way I can think of for 
conciling thefe two laws, mutt be founde 
upon the provifo at the end of this ga 
law which provides, that it fhall 7 
abridge any royalty, or prerogative ™ 
of the king; for as the government 
the militia is one of the royal prerog?"

As the famous Mr. Rouffeau’s Difcourfe 
upon the Origin and Foundation of 
the inequality among Mankind, has 
been lately tranflated, we fball give 
our Readers the following Extra& from 
that celebrated Difcourfe, becaufe it de- 
ferves the moft ferious Attention of 

Man who bas a Regard for the Happi- 


nefs of the Society to which be belongs. 


HIS ingenious gentleman, after 

havin hevrn what mankind are in « 
their natural ftate, and how they came to 
form themfelves into fociety, remarks as 
follows : 

‘* Were this a proper place to enter 
into details, I could eafily explain iw 
what manner inequalities in point of 
credit and authority become unavoid- 
able among private perfons the moment 
that, united into one body, they are obli- 
ged to compare themfelves one with ano- 
ther, and to note the differences which 
they find in the continual ufe every man 
muft make of his neighbour. Thefe 
differences are of feveral kirids; but 
riches, nobility or rank, power and per- 
fonal merit, being in general the princi- 
pal diftinctions, by which men in fociety 
meafure each other, I could prove that 
the harmony or conflict between thefe 
different forces is the fureft indication 
of the good or bad original conftitution 
of any ftate: I could make it appear that, 
as among thefe four kinds of inequality, 
perfonal qualities are the fource of. ail 
the reft, riches is that in which they ul- 
timately terminate, becauf, being the 
moft immediately ufeful to the profperity | 
of individuals, and. the moft eafy to 
communicate, they are made ufe of to 
purchafe every other diftiné&tion. By 
this obfervation we are enabled to judge 
with tolerable exaétnefs, how much any 

ople has deviated from its primitive 
inftitution, and what fteps it has ftill 
to make to the extreme term of ¢cor- 
ruption. [ could thew how much this 
univerfal defire of reputation, of honours, 
of preference, with which we are all 
devoured, exereifes and compares our 
talents and our forces; how much it 


excites 
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excites and multiplies our paffions; and, 
by creating an wniverfal competition, 
rivalfhip, or rather enmity among men, 
how many difappointments, fucceffes, 
and cataftrophes of every kind it daily 
caufes among the innumerable pretenders 
whom it engages inthe fame career. I 
could fhew that it is to this itch of being 
fpoxen of, to this fury of diftinguifhing 
ourfelyes which feldom or never gives 
us a moment's refpite, that we owe 
both the beft and the worft things among 
Us, our virtues and our vices, our {ciences 
and our errors, our conquerors and our 
conwagg ope that is to fay, a great 
many bad things to a very few good 
ones. I could prove, in fhort, that if we 
Behold a handful of rich and powerful 
men feated on the pinnacle of fortune 
and greatnefs, while the crowd grovel in 
obfcurity and want, it is merely becaufe 
the fir prize what they enjoy but, in 
the fame degree that others want it, 
and that, without changing their con- 
dition, they would ‘ceafe to be happy 
the minute the people ceafed to be mife- 
rable. 

But thefe details would alone furnith 
fufficient matter for a more confiderable 
work, in which might be weighed the 
advantages and difadvantages of every 
fpecies of government, relatively to the 
rights of man in a ftate of nature, and 
might likewife, be unveiled all the dif- 
ferent faces under which inequality has 
appeared to this day, and may hereafter 
appear to the end of time, acording to 
the nature of thefe feveral governments, 
and the revolutions which time muf 
unavoidably occafion in them.

In ‘his fecond letter, on*the ftudy of 
hiftory, this ‘polite and ingenious writer 


» ** Beginning to aé& our parts in life, 
without enquiring how others have trode 
the flage before us, is as abfurd, as to 
travel to a foreign country without know- 
ing any thing of the language or manners 
of the le whom we are to vifit, and 
will ‘hpole us ta as many impropfieties 
of conduc, and errors in judgment. 
How much quicker muft his improvement 
be, and with how much greater certainty 
and facility muft he make obfervations 
&bout any. country, who is acquainted 
with its language, geography, cuftoms 
and hiftory, than he re fets out un- 
filled, and ignorant of all thefe things? 
Your kn will readily agree with me 
that thevdifterence muft be great; juft 
fuch. a difference is there between him 
whe ventures to aét his in the world, 
ignorant of every thing that has happened 
before him, and one who has joined toa 
knowledge of ‘arts and fciences, a know- 
ledge of hiftory, of the moft remarkable 
aétions «which men have performed, of 
the: characters of thofé who performed 
them; of the fprings which gave rife to 
thofe attions, and of ‘the confequences 
which were derived from them, either to 
the aétors themfelves, ‘to their country, 
or to the world. 

L obferved before, that fome knowledge 
af hiftory is expeéted from every one who 
is of airank above that of the loweft me- 
chanick, but it is not néceffary for every 
one, who is above that rank, to be equally 
well acquainted with it. Some may read 
the tranfaétions of former’ ages, to en- 
tertain and unbend their minds, after 
a ftudious application to-thé proper bufi- 
nefs of their different profeffions; fome 
aay do it to amufe themfelves, and to 
porta fuch a fhare of knowledge as may 
goake them entertaining companions, and 
fit them for the converfatién of men of 
fenfe and leirning. But, my lord, you 
will be convinced that hiftory is the pro 
ftudy of a nobleman, if you refleét that 
it is principally taken up in relating 
great actions, or the actions of great, 
men. 

The chief fubjeéts of hiftory, are fuch 
events as peculiarly intereft the fuperior

anf happinefs, or preventing the fall and 
mifery of their country. A man of for 
tune and rank cannot poflibly be an idle 
fpeétator of human affairs; one way of 
other he muft do good or harm. He can 
never be fo'retired as not to have fome 
influence; and indeed when he wholly 
abftraéts himfelf, and becomes entirely 
regardlefs how affairs are managed, he 
not only aéts a mean, but in fome mea- 
fure, a criminal part, as every nobleman i 
is born to take a fhare in governing tht 
world, and by becoming quite cayelels of 
its concerns, he, as it were, forfakes and 
neglects that poft, which it was his duty 
to watth and guard.” 
In his third letter, upon the fame {ub- 
ject, we have the fol! swing obfervations. 
“¢ And here I beg leave to obferv 
that nothing claims your attention mor, 
when you are reading the hiftory of a 
nation, than thofe circumftances by wh 
it became great, rich, and free, and thot 
by which it loft its grandeur, riches, 
freedom.

number of our merchant fhips, efpecially 
onr) provifion fhips from Ireland and 
North-America, which raifed fome cla. 
mour againit his conduét, as he had 
greater number of fhips than was necef- 
favy for encountering the French fquadron, 
fome time before arrived at Martinico, 
which, indeed feems to be manifeft from 
the following line of battle given out by 


him, when he failed from Prince Rupert's 
bay:

having left thofe feas. On the 3d of June 
the fquadron returned to Guadaloupe, ha- 
ving in the mean time, with the affiftance 
offome troops obliged Marigalante, De- 
frada, Petite-Terre, and Los Santos to 
fbmit to the Britifh government *; for 
asto the people of Dominica, the commo- 
dore, upon his firft taking his ftation in 
Prince Rupert's bay, had agreed to grant

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fquadron, .was from .our Admiralty- 
Office, dated June roth, whem we had& 
an account of their fuccefs as well as their 
defign, which the reader may. fee in Lond, 
Mag. for 1758, p. 302. 

This defign was firft. formed, in purfu- 
ance of a {cheme laid before our minilters 
by a gentleman of the name of Cumming, 
a Quaker, who hail been in the fervice of 
the African company, and fettled at a 
little port to the north of the river Sene-. 
gal; and as the French fettlement in.that 
river was but a difagreeable fituation, 
it is highly probable that, their garrifon 
were glad of having a pretence for furren- 
dering the place, for if-they had refolved 
to make an obftinate defence, our defign 
might perhaps have been difappointed, 
if what we were told by private letters 
was true, which was, that in pafling over 
the dangerous bar of: that. river, fome 
of the boats were overfet, by which a 
confiderable quantity of ammunition, fome 

yieces of cannon, and all the tents were 
lott, fo that the foldiers muft either have 
built themfelves luts, which would have 
taken up a confiderable length of tune, 
or mult have lain upom the fcorchi 
fands of that hot.and unhealthy climate, 
which would have occafioned a great 
mortality.among. them. _Thefe letters 
likewife faid, that our people found im 
the river 16 veffels moltly loaded ‘with 
rich goods, but we haye not been told, 
whether the veffels and goods were. dif- 
pofed of for the benefit of the captors, or 
‘of the publick. 

By the little refiftance our people met 
with at this place, they were encouraged 
to make an attempt upon. the French fort 
on Goree ifland, though neither their 
fhips nor their Jand force were any away 
equal to fuch an attempt, efpecially as 
they were obliged to Jeave a past of the 
latter in garrifon at Fort Lewis; but as 
that ifland is one of the moft healthy ang 
pleafant fituations upon the African coait, 
the garrifon refolved to make an obftinate 
defence, confequently, after cannonading 
and hombarding the place for fome hours, 
our people found it neceffary to. retire, 
withont attempting to land, and of courfe 
without any confiderable lofs or damage. 
After this they returned to Foit Lewis, 
where the French garrifon were all em- 
barked, and fént home to France, except 
one gentleman and his lady, who were 
detained as hoftages for the delivering up 
of all the French forts higher up upon 
that river, as foon as our people could go 
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up, te receive them, in purfuance of the 
firft article of their capitulation; and our 
Tittle fquadron having thus compleatly 
finifhed the bufinefs on which they were 
fent owt, towards the end of June they 
parted, the Harwich, commodore Marhh, 
and the Rye to cruize down the coaft, 
and the Naffau and Swan to return with 
the tranfports and plunder to England, 
where they all arrived fafe by the end of 
Avguft, about which time a reinforce- 
ment from hence, I reckon, had arrived 
at Senegal; for as foon as our goveyn- 
ment had the fore news of the furrender 
of the fort, they ordered four companies 
of Col. Talbot's, the 74th, regiment to 
be fent thither, (the other fix being at 
the fame time ordered for Jamaica) and 
thefe four companies accordingly fet fail 
from St. Helen’s on the 24th of June, 
in three tranfports, under convoy of the 
Dorfetthire man of war, for Senegal. 
Although commodore Marfh failed in 
his attempt upon Goree ifland, yet his 
making the attempt was of fome ufe, as 
it made us better acquainted with the 
foundings about the ifland, and with the 
moft al manner for attacking it; 
therefore fo far from giving over the 
hopes of reducing it, a new defign was 
prefently formed againft it, to be carried 


thto execution by commodore Keppel, 
for which purpofe a fquadron was provi- 
ded, and tranfports for carrying along 
with it a detachment or battalion of foot. 
The = rye and tran{ports were all got 


ready foon after the beginning of Octcber, 
but met with fo many crofs accidents both 
in their outfet and voyeges that if this 
had been an age fuperftitious enough to 
regard omens, the common men, at leaft, 
would have had nocourage toproceed in the 
attempt.

Dangerous confpiracy among the 

negroes was lately difcovered at 
Bermudas, not two days before it was to 
have been executed, The particulates of 
this horrid plot are as follow, viz. That 
it had been jn agitation above fix months: 
A number of very fenfible fellows, very 
much in credit with all the white people 
that knew them, and capable of managing 
moft fort of bufinef$, having been con- 
cerned; by the means of thofe the plot 
was communicated, and became general 
among the negroes over the whole #fland. 
They colleéted by degrees a confiderable 
quantity of powder, and found means te 
get a number of mmufkets and other fire- 
arms. ‘They had appointed captains and 
other officers, and allotted them their 
proper ftations. On Sunday a captain, 
and a fufficient number of his men, weve 
to furround each of the churches and 
meeting-houfes in the tfland, in the time 
of divine fervice, fhut the doors, and 
murder the people; and then alio to mur- 
der all the reMaining men in the ifland 
except three ; one of whom was te be the 
governor, the other two were feamen, re- 
ferved to carry them, after fome time,-to 
fuch place as they fhould chufe. They 
had judicioufly concerted every part of 
this plot: There was not the leaft fulpi- 
cion of it; when, onthe Friday night 
before the fatal Sunday, a young man, au 
apprenti¢e, going to luis mother's houfe, 
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lefe the road, and. crofed the’fields, as 
being nearer: In his way lay a thick un- 
frequented wood ; where, hearing or 
talk, he approached fo near as to hear a 

t part of their defign; and he pre- 
fently knew one of the principal actors by 
his voice. He then withdrew undifcovered, 
and the next day informed a magiftrate. 
The fellow that was known was imme- 
diately fecured, having been a kind of 
intelligencer, and one of the moft active 
amongft them, who turned King’s evi- 
dence. Great numbers were taken up, 
and more expected to be found out.

and obferved the tongue and lips in mo- 
tion, as they appeared to me, in his laft 
moments of life, for at leaft eight mi- 
nutes after being feparated from the body. 
And I was at Munich, in Germany, an 
offender's head ftruck off, when in the 
aétion of walking, and obferved one leg 
at leaft railed from its body, after the fe- 
ration of the heads and many of the 
Coofendon faid, that that one leg was not 
only raifed, but fixed on the nd, and 
followed by the other before the body 
fell, after he feparation of the head.—

H EW cafes of difeafe can be perfeQly 
known by defcriptions at a diftancei 
I am therefore afraid, left what I am about 
to propole for the relief of your affligted 
cortefpondent A. B. in your Appendix for 
1761, may not prove applicable to his reab 
malady. I can only offer my beft affittance; 
and pray that he may*find a cure from it. © 

Itis very probable, that, by God's blef- 
fing, he will do fo, if my conjecture’con- 
cerning the caufe of his malady be right. 

If the brown fpot he complains of lies 
upon the bone of the: leg, there is great 
reafon to fulpect, that, by fome accidental 
ftagnation of the fluids im that part, the 
bone is become carious. ‘In this- cafe, a 
fmall hole is foon formed in the bones, and 
fungous fiefh grows up into this hole from 
the infide or marrow: of it.. The confe- 
quence of this is a fmall tumid rifing of 
the fieth and fkin that ‘cover it, with muck 
pain and a conftant weeping. 

Whether there be fuch carioufnefs, can 
be difcovered only by a probe paffed thro” 
the {kin (opened with a baacesh and care- 
fully fearching all'the furface of the bone 
which lies under the brown fpot, both per- 
pendicularly and obliquely every way.— 
Some knowing furgeon fhould be advifed 
with, as to the fafeft. method of makin 
this. earch. I once knew it made feveral 
days in vain and afterwards fuccefsfully.

tented to lay his leg for the moft part be- 
fore him, 

In order to this exfoliation, a. cauftic 
muft be laid on the part affected to eat a- 
way the fiefh and periofteum (for about the 
width of half-a-crown) that the affected 

of the bone may be laid bare. After 
this, the wound muft be kept open by the 
daily application of lint and occafional 
gicharotics to the edges of this circular 
wound, (as well as to the fungous feth 
which will then be jen {prouting through 
the hole in the bone:) The edges would 
otherwife clofe over the bone long before 
the exfoliation could be expected. 

A fcale of the bone, nearly as wide as 
it has been kept uncovered, will, in feven 
or eight weeks, as it is faid, thell off, and 
under it, when removed, the furface will 
appear flabby. It muft be hardened and 
healed by {cattering red precipitate and 
Jaying dry lint upon it.

ERXES, king of Perfia, having 
CX difcovered the paffion of Arbaces, 
the fon of Artabanes, one of his favour- 
ites, for his daughter the princefs Man- 
dane, which fhe appéared to return with 
a mutual affection, banifhes Arbaces 
from the palace.—With the parting be- 
tween thefe two lovers, in confequence 
of the king’sinjunction, the opera begins ; 
but nofooner has Mandane left her lover, 
than Artabanes enters with, a bloody 
{word, which he obliges his fon to take in 
exchange for his own, commanding him 
to conceal it from every eye, and ac- 
quainting him, that the blood it appears 
ftained with, is that of Xerxes, whom he 
has juft flain, in revenge for the indignity 
put on Arbaces.—The young man, whofe 
cyalty, notwithftanding fome éxpref- 
fions of refentment which his defpair had 
given ventto, is yet firm and unalterable, 
ss ftruck with horror at the deed; but 
having now ftill ftronger motives than 
before, to u his flight, he quits his 
father, who, in a foliloquy, informs the 
audience of his intention not to leave one 
drop of the royal blood unfpilt, nor ceafé 
the purfuit of his ambitious views till he 
has placed his fon upon the throne of 
Perfia. As one ftep towards this, on 
the entrance of Artaxerxes, the fecond 
fon of the deceafed monarch, he hints his 
fufpicions as to the aétor of this murder, 
fixing it on his elder brother Darius, and 
urges him to revenge his father’s death, 
ot iving orders for that of his brother, 
which with t reluétance Artaxerxes at 
lengthcomplies with.—This fentence how- 
ever is {carcely executed, when Artaxerxes

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The fener Artaxerxes, however 
who had been bred up in the greateft inti. 
macy of friendfhip with Arbaces, and 
had even once been indebted to him 
for the prefervation of his life, defiroys 
to give him a fair, and cven a partig! 
chance for an acquittal, nominates Arta. 
banes to try his own fon.—The father 
who in vain endeavoured to prevail e 
the youth to make his efcape from prifon 
while his innocence remained as yet Rag 
cleared, in this trial, to the furprize of 
all, fentences Arbaces to death.—This 
condemnation the young hero receives 
with the moft undaunted refignation; but 
Artaxerxes, ftill erateful for the life he

E. diftant two miles, I feil 
in with, in the hight, the Creole French pri- 
vatcer, belonging to Bayonnne, of eight tour 
pounders and 84 men, who failed that evening 
from the Groyne, where fhe had been to 
clean and refit near three weeks. ‘There was 
on board her three Dutchmen paffengers, and 
one English prifoner, who fays there are 12 
Spanifh men of war in Ferrol, four of which 
are almoft ready for fea; that two Venctian 
fhips, one of 60, the other a frigate, had arri- 
ved a few weeks before with men, in order 
to mann the fleet; that the remainder of them 
was not now hall-manned, but rigged, except 
two, who were in the docks repairing; that 
the Sp.nifh men of war's boats were every 
day at the Groyne prefling for men; and that 
orders were fent al] round the country for the 
bringing in of men. ‘They alfo add, that two 
French men of war, one of 6¢, the other of 
64, who came from the river Vilaine, fome 
time fince, failed laft week for Breft, 2s was 
thought, mot being in a fit condition for a 
voyage. ‘The French fquadrén had never been 
at or near Ferrol. They are raifing what 
troops they can in Galicia, but at prefent 
have no more than 4000 men quartered near 
Ferrol, &c. As they imagine thete are many 
Englith thips detained in the Groyne, with 
their rudders and fails on fhore, but the men 
have leave to remain on board. I have dif- 
patched the privateer with this intelligence, 
as the fails weil, and hope fhe will arrive fafe.

FOREIGNwAFFAIRS. 

N’ Silefia the armies ‘have been, fince our 

laft, pretty quiet in their winte> quartersy 
but’ in Saxony have given one another 
fome little difturbance; for on the’ 6th olt. @ 
body of Pruffian troops paffed through Leipfick, 
under thé command of generals Platen and 
Wunch, and nest day they were followed by 
fix regiments of prince Henry’s army. As 
they marched towards Naumburg, the imperial 
army, whith had its head quartets there, reti- 
red: with ‘precipitation, but not without fomeée 
lofs, towards Weimar,. Even the Saxon troops 
that hod their winter quarters’in and about 
Eyfenach were fo alarmed with this. motion 
of the Pruffians, that a camp was marked-out 
for them at Langenfaltz, to which they wére 
ordered to be ready to march, and where they 
were to have been’ joined by a large body of 
French; but asthe defign of the-Pruffians ws 
only to extend their winter quarters, they have 
coniented themfelves with driving the imperial 
army to a greater diftance, .and 
themfelves of Naumburg, Zeitz, Altenburg, 
and Gera, 

in Pomerania, the war has been, fince our 
laft, entirely at a ftand: The Swedith army 
keep clofe in their winter, quartérs; the 
fians have now no army ‘in that country, ‘and 
the Ruffian armies have attempted nothing of 
importance fince the reduétion of Cobberg. 
What alteration may be produced in this Ja 
army by the death of the'Czarina, we hall 
not pretend to foretell, as‘not the leaft hint 
of what is expeéted, has been publithed by 
authority, either in our own or the’ Berlin 
Gazette; and we ‘thall not amufe our readers 
with the conjectures publithed by Rock-jobbers 
both here and in Holland. But-in-every pate 
of Meckicnburg, except that corner which 
belongs-to the duke of Mecklenburg-Strehtz, 
the people are in a difmal fituation, The dulte 
himfelt has retired to Lubeek, and the ‘Pruf- 
fian general, the prince of Wirtemberg, with 
the army he had in Pomerania, has entered 
Mecklemburg, as has alfo colonel Belling with 
the troops he commanded againft the Swedes ; 
and they demand from the people of thac 
dutchy 2,100,000 erowhs; 7ooo recruits, Joos 
horfes, and great quantrties df all forts: of 
provifions, ‘to be fent to Stetin, under pain of 
military execution. , 

From Franee and Spain we hear a greatdea 
of warlike preparations, but none of ‘their 
armies have as yet ‘entered upon actions nor
